‘The progress of vegetation js not more certain than the 
growth of habit; nor is the power of attraction more clearly 
pro ed, than the force of affectifn or the influence ef example. 
lhe man, therefore, who has well studied the operations of na- 
ture, in mind as well as mattef, wall acquire « certain modera- 
tion and equity in his claims on Providence. He never will be 
disappointed either in himse}f or others. He will act with pre- 
cision; and exnect that efiet, and that alene. from his efforts, 
which they are naturally ¢depted to produce. For want of 
this, men of merit and irvegrity often censure the dispositions 
of Providence, for suffering characters, they despise, to run a- 
way with advantages wiuch ihevy vet know are purchased by 
such means asa high and noble spirit could never submit to. 
If you refuse topay the price, why exyect the purchase? We 
should consider this world as a' great mart of conmerec, where 
fortune exposes to our view varions commodites, riches, ease, 
tranquillity, fame, integrity, knowledge.

‘The people who are the subject of these remarks, also were 
considered of an amicable turn of mind, until by a recent 
conduct, they afso have betrayed affections more to be dread- 
ed than caressed. ° 

On the 71! Ottober last, which was shortly after the ar- 
vival at the Fejees of the Favourite, Capt. Campbell, Mr. 
Thomas Smith, his second officer, was unexpecte ily made 
prisoner by the natives, with scten others of the ship’s com- 
pany, and remained nine days in captivity; during which 
interval he experienced and witnessed horors, from his nar- 
rative of which, the following account is accurately deduced. 

It begins with stating, that on the 7th of October, he went 
from Sancdal-wood Bay round to the Bay of Highlea, with three 
boats in quest of sandal-wood, one of which, the ship’s long 
boat, he commanded} another a whale-boat, was under the 
command ct a Mr. Lockerby, formerly chief officer of the 
American ship Jenny, and the third under Mr. Graham, who 
had forunately returned laded to the vessel in time to mag 
the calamities that fell upon the other two. At Highlea he 
heard that Bullandam, the chief of the district of Buya, was 
expected with a force to make war upon ‘he island of Taffere, 
or Faffela, and that it was the intention of the Highleans to 
aid his enterprize. The next morning the two boats prepared 
to return to the vessel, but were cut off by Bullandam’s fleet 
of canoes, 140 in number, orderly advancing in a semicircle ; 
and finding it impossible to pass them, it was considered ad- 
visable to bear up tothe fleet, hoping by such display of confi- 
dence to preserve the lives of the crews. When within hail 
they were ordered to advance ; but the whale boat was pre- 
vented by a large canoe bearing down, and running aboard, 
cutting her in two. Mr. Lockerby and the crew were picked 
up and made prisoners; and Mr. Smith and the long boat’s 
people were made prisoners likewise. The captors were about 
to dispatch some of the people with their spears and clubs, 
but were prevented by the chief commanding the canoe, until 
the superior chief should be consulted. When presented to 
Bullandam, he proposed to employ them in his intended as- 
sault against Taffere, in which he flattered himself with 
much assistance from their muskets, and seemed much dis- 
appointed when informed the powder was spoilt, and the 
guns useless. He had no wish, however, to commit any per- 
sonal injury on his prisoners; but on the contrary, shewed 
some attention to Mr. Smith, whom he respected ag an officer, 
and generally invited to accompany him when he went on 
shore, always endeavouring to soothe his apprehensions, and 
quiet his solicitude of returning with his companions to the 
ship, by an assurance that as soon as the island of Taffere 
was subjugated, and jts inhabitants distroyed, he would em-

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ploy all his subjects in procuring wood for the vessel, to which 


(Mey should be returned in safety. 
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On the 1th October, the junction of forces being thoroug... 
arranged, amiminense fleet cf canoes satled trom Highlea tor 
the expedition, and having a fresh head-wind, the canoes Were 
set to windward by poles, ai Ue raie of three knots ab hour. 

-aightthis formidabie armament came to, ronnd the norch- 
east part of the island; and Butlandam took str. Smut on 
wore, to pass the night with him ; his mght guard cousibung 
of ten men armed with spears and arrows, : 

Karly in the morning of the 12th the whole of the army re- 
turned to their canoes ; which on a signal trom Buliandan set 
forward in complete order, and at wbout Uiree in tue aher- 
fioon, the fleet anchored abreast of a village in Vaffcie, tue 
van coming to close ‘action with a fleet belenging to the 
island. 

The attack was made with arrows at a distance ; and as 
the canoes of ‘Taffere maintained their position, they seen 


closed, when a desperate and stubborn conflict With spears. 


commenced. The islonders, however, at lenghi gave way to 
numbers so far superior, and to escape an otherwise certain 
destiny all leaped into the water, and swam towarus the shore 
from which a division of Bullandam’s Ecet wis endeavourmng 
to cut them off. The cances were takeu possession of with 
only one remaining, an unfortunate boy, who being presented 
to the ruthless chief, was ordered to be slaughteica ; 1 bem 
his determination that not a single enemy should be spared. 
Ths ruth! ess sentence was imniediately executed witht a Cub, 
three blows of which the youthful sufferer endured, and thea 
his dead body was afterwards given into the charge of an at- 
tendant to be roasted for the chief and his principle associates, 
The horrors that immediately succeeded the ceieat, the most 
sensivie imagination can but faintly represent. A massacre 
was determined on; and as the men had escaped the fury of 
their conquerors by flight, the women and children became the 
chief object of search---on which mission a canoe wes dis- 
patched, and unhappily the fatal discoverv was very soon 
made. On a signal from the shore numbers linded, and a 
hut Was set fire to, probably as a sign4l for Ue work ot des- 
truction to commence. Within a cluster of mangreves the 
devoted wretches had takea sanctuary ; mrany wight undoubt+ 
edly have secured themselves by accompanying the flight ef 
their vanquished husbands and relatives, couid tiey have con- 
sented to a separation from their- helpless chiluren, Who were 
no less devoted than themselves. A dreadful sell was the 
forerunner of the assault; the ferocious mensicrs rush. apon 
them with their clubs, and without regard to sex or mfancy, 
promiscuously butchered all. Some who stilt had liic and motion 
were treated as dead bodies, which were mostiy dragged to 
the beach by one of their limbs, and through the water into 
the canoes; their groans were disregarded, and their unheed- 
ed protracted sufferings were still more hurtful to the feelings 
of humanity, than even the general massacre itself had been. 
Among the slaughtered were some few men whose age per- 
haps had prevented their flight ; but in fact, so sudden and so 
dreadful was the consternation that succeeded the clefeat of 
the unhappy natives of Taffere, as no doubt to paralize the 
wretched creatures,/ when prompt consideration alone could 
be serviceable to thefr deplorable condition. The conquerors 
appeared to anticipate with inordinate delight the festival 
with which this sadevent had gratified their horribie expec- 
tation. Forty-two bodies were extended on one platform in 
Bullandam’s canoe: and one of these, a young female ap- 
pearing most to attract his attention, he desired that his se- 
cond in command would have it laid by for themselves. 

The Tafferians being wholly defeated and dispersed, the 
island wastaken possession of by Bullandam’s forces, which 
were very namerous. This principal chief invited Mr. Smith 
on shore, as he seemed inclined te shew him favour, and Mr. 
Smith declares it to be one of the most beautiful places he 
had ever seen; the houses, in number abont a hundred, 
ranged on the declivity of a hill, interspersed with coeoa-nut, 
bread-fruit, and other trees, and each house defended with 
a wall of piled stone. The buildings were however all set 


fire to by Bullandams order ; and Mr. Smith becoming soli- 
citous for his release, was informed by the chief, that as soon 
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MISCELLANEOUS, wi 


as all the victins were devoured, he should be set at liberty 
with his companions: Lue dead bodics were got into the 
cayoes, and the whole floet left Laffere on their return to the 
main island; where many others joined in the horrible fes- 
tivity, which was conducted with rude peals of acclamation. 
Mr Smith was on this octasion also taken on shore by the 
great chief, and here had again to experience a detestable 
spectacle. The bodies had Leen dismembered of their limbs 
which were suspended on the boughs of trees in .readidess 
for cookery; and afterwards part of a human leg was offered 
to Mr. Smith, whe had never broke his fast for five days. 


The offer he rejected with abhorrance ; and upon his captors, | 


appearing astonished at the refnsal, he gave them to under- 
stand, that if he eat,of human fiesh he would instantly die. 
They were satished with this excuse, and continued their 
abominable festivity the whole night. 

On the 15th the chief in. the cance that captured Mr. Smith’s 
boat, applied to Bulianham for the prisoners and the long 
boat, in order te return them to their ship, declaring his in- 
tention tedemand three whale teeth and twelve hatchets for 
their ransom, bat this proposal was not then attended to. 
‘Twenty or thirty men then : arrived at the place of rendez 


vous, each bringing a basket of human flesh half roasted, : 


which mode Mr. Smith learnt they took to preserve it. ‘The 
day of deliverance at length approached, from a captivity the 
most afflicting from a de-ersity of causes that man could be 
exposed to; and after enduring it nine days, and totally fast- 


ing, he was at length turned over to the cliarge of the chief. 


of Nira, with orders to demand the ransom for himself and 
six of his companions. But previeus to quitting the voracious 
party. a new incident «f cruelty occured :---one of the unfor- 
tunate inhabitaats of Vaifere had swam from his distressed 
island to the main, but was perceived as soon as he gained the 
shore, and was in consequence pursued by a multitude, armed 
with bows and arrows, spears, and clubs :---the pursuit -ter- 
minated with the life of the wretthed fugitive, whose body 
presented a new source ol ¢xiltatlon and cannibal festivity. 

On-the 16th Mr. Smith was restored to his overjoyed ship- 
mates, with all his con#anions except two, one of whom was 
Mr. Lockerbyy who were afterwards indebted for their rescue 
to a determined persevérauce in the captain, his officers and, 
people, which was highly creditable and meritorious. Mr. 
Smith, Mr. Lockerby, and all the others, had been repeatedly 
onthe very puint of assassination, to which these people seém 
to pesess no kind of repugnance whatsoever, but on the con- 
trary, it appearing‘ their chief object of delight. Their de- 
termined obstinacy in effecting every thing they attempt can 
alone be equalled hy the extraordinary precision of their ar- 
rangements, which are planned methodically, and executed 
with an energy and calmness that surprises even an European; 
with strength of body they possess a thorough contempt of 
danger, and a heelessness of pain. ‘Their present conqueror, 
Bullandam, has already become terrible, and bids fair to 
possess himself of tte sole sovereignty of the islands. But 
though implacable and sanguinary in his resentments, yet we 
are assnred that in his disposition strong traces of kindness 
were perceivable towards all except the enemies of his 
arms. 

These people are very avaricious, and from the foregoing 
account must be considered insatiably cruel. * 'neir numbers 
no less than the leading traits in their character, render them 
ormidable to an incompetent power of defence, so that in all 
respects in becomes the duty of vessels trading thither to be 
no lesscautiousthan at Zongataboo, the natives of which are 
indeed the less dangerous,’ as they are less powerful and 
numerous.
